That by the Law is the Knowledge 
of Sin, and our own Experience will con- 
v\nce us, that there is no way more likely.

our ſclves for them, than a ſerious Appli- 
cation of God's Word to our crooked Paths; 
and this Duty of Self- Examination, is 
never more properly applied to, than when 
ve intend to receive the Holy Communi- 
on ; for unleſs. we ſee the Number, and 
apprehend the Heinouſneſs of our Offences, 
and fear the Vengeance due unto us for 
them, we are altogether unfit for the Com- 
memoration of his Death, who died for our 
Sins, and roſe again for our Juſtification. 
It's the Senſe and Sight of Sin that muſt 
ſhew us the Need and Neceſlity of a glo- 
rious Redeemer, and what Obligations we 
are under to bleſs and praiſe God for our 
Salvation by his Son Jzsus Cnur1sr. Of 
ſuch great Uſe and Advantage is this Du-

Courſe, ſo long are we expoſed to all thoſe 
Plagues and Torments which God hath in 
flore for wicked Men, and will moſt certain- 
ly be their Lot and Portion, if not pre- 
vented by a timely Repentancde. 
TN E Second part of a true Repentance 
is Contrition, or a E 
Contrition. Bewailing of our own Sinful- 
neſs in F hong ht, Word and 
Deed. When we call to Mind the Sins and 
Follies of our paſt Lives, and the Dangers 
we are like to fall into, ſurely we cannot 
be otherwiſe affected than ſenſibly grieved 
with the Thoughts and Apprehenſions of 
our preſent and approaching Miſery. The 
Sorrows of David and the Repentance ol 
St. Peter, 2 Sam. 12. Luke 22. ſhew'd 
themſelves in Floods of Tears, and were 
too big to be confin'd within : Bur our 
Hearts are generally ſo hard and unrelent- 
Ing, that we fin againſt God, and loſe our 
own Souls without ſo much as a Sigh or 
Tear. I know that the Tempers of People 
are different ; ſome can ſhed Tears upon 
every ſlight Occaſion, and others cannot 
weep tho! their Hearts are ready to break 
for Grief; and therefore we are not to judge 


of 
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of the Sincerity of our own or other Peo- 
les Repentance by ſuch Sigus and To- 
ens; nor are Tears always neceſſary to 
Repentance, tho' they very well become 
us, and the leaſt we can do when we have 
done amiſs, is to be ſorry for it, and to 
condemn our Folly, and to be full of In- 
dignation and Diſpleaſure againſt ou. 
ſelves. I will declare my Iniquity, (ſaith
